Development Of 
I elephone Slow 


Great Britain, with 2 population of 
more than 40,000,000, has a telephone 
system with about 1 000.000 telephones 
and about 500,000 mtles of toh or 
“trunk” Times. The government owns 
and the Post Office operates the en- 
tire system with the exception of the 
loca] exchanges in the City of Huli 
and on the islands of Guernsy and 
Jersey. 

Why a progressive nation, ile 
world’s commercial and financial ceh- 
ter, has never ‘utilized the wonder- 
ful service of the telephone to an 
extent comparable with the United 
States or even with some European 
countries, is a story of arrested tele- 
phone development due in the first 
place to governmental restrictions 
and finally to government ownersh\. 

The telephone was introduced. to 
the British by Dr.’ Bell soon after it 
was developed, and even after the 


| inventor had persuaded some of the 
, leaders of scientific thought that his 
»telephone was something more than 
.an ingenious, scientific plaything, he 
rcould not get the British capitalists 


to put any money into its commercial 


» development, 


This wag largely because the gov- 
ernment promptly decided that the 
telephone was properly part of the 
telegraph, and as such its operation 
was a function of the Post Office. 
It did, however, finally issue limited 
licenses, exacting a heavy royalty on 
the gross earnings of the compantes. 
In 1899 legislation was enacted, 
permitting unicipalities to estab-: 
rate telephone systems, 
Dut very few cities took advantage of 
the . privilege, and there are now 
only the three cited above. In 1889 
several small companies were consoli- 
dated into the National Telephone 
company which made considerable 
srogress in building up a telephone 
ystem, in spite of the handicap of 
government royalties and .competit- 
ion and.a~ restricted : license which 
xpired with 1911. ;
